33. For security reasons the crew was briefed to limit tiae number of passes over 
tile DZ to two, dropping a tliree.«ian stick followed by a 250 lb bundle on each 
pass. Tlie dispatchers v/ere instructed to limit tlie drop time to five seconds 
per pass and return to the base v/itii any part of tiie drop not completed witliin 
that thne. On the first run tiie tiiree-.-raan stick and bundle were dispatched in 
approximately four seconds. The aircraft then made a wide circle returning to 
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the DZ in twelve Kinates for tlie Beeond [xiss. The dispatcher reported that 
the first inan of th© Second stick departed ta?aediately upon receivin the 
aiipfifil, but tlie second man froze in tiie door, and in spite of pushing'' by the 
tliird man and the dispatcher, would not leave the aircraft, hhen tiie five 
second period was passed the men wei'e ordered to return to tiieir seats, and 
the aircraft returned to the base as instructed. 

There was son® dlsaT?;reement between tlYe two assistant dispatcliers as to 
whether ttie third man had been holding or pushing the second Kian, but tiie chief 
dispatcher, who was in the best position to see wtiat occurred, is certain 
tliat he was doing the latter. As further indication, tl:ie tiiird man protested 
against not being allowed to jump and appeared to be arguing during tlie return 
trip with his team member#.
